SPRINGHILL - The man 
who was down the deepest in 
the mine when the explosion 
occurred was among the first 
of the trapped miners to be 
brought out of the pit alive. 

He was Philip Brown, only 
19 and a miner for only a few 
months. He was working on a 
pump at the 8,100 level, more 
than H miles below the sur¬ 
face of the earth. 

He found his way quickly 
and without difficulty to the 
4,400 level, where he bumped 
into the first gas fumes and 
smoke, and was among the 23 
men who held up at this level 
and took advantage of a suppy 
of compressed air. 

"I’m too young to die, so 
we’ll get out ot here,” he kept 
telling his fellow trapped min¬ 
ers. His high spirit and cour¬ 
ageous attitude throughout 
the long hours of waiting drew 
high praise from other surviv¬ 
ors.

Start $5,0004)00 Steel 
Smelter 'Within Days' 


The constmetion of a $5,000,000 
steel smelter at Burmis, at the 
ea.stern end of the Crow’s Nest 
Pa.ss will get undei-'.way in the 
next feiw days, it was learned 
Tuesday night from W. A. Kovach, 
Social Credit memiber of the legis¬ 
lature for Pincher Creek - Crows- 
nest. 

Mr. Kovach told the Albertan 
that drilling for the footings of 
the smelter would 'begin in a day 
or two. He said the new industry 
would result in the Craw’s Ne.st 
area becoming the "Little Pitts¬ 
burgh" of Alberta. 

Announcement that the smel- 
tei- w'as planned was carried by 
the Albertan Monday following 
consultations in Calgaiy between 
a French banking and Industrial 
group and J. A. Brusset, president 
of West Canadian Petroleums, af¬ 
filiated com'pany of West Cana¬ 
dian Collieries, which has exten¬ 
sive coal interests in the ’Pass. 

Tuesday night Mr. Brus.s«\a.s 
not available for further com¬ 
ment. 

Mr. Kovach said the people of 
the Ci'ow^'s Nest Pa.ss area were 
jubilant at the news. “I just heard 
today that they are going right 
ahead with the project," he said. 

One consideration upon which 
the smelter to employ about 250 
persons, was predicted, was the 
government aid in procui'ement of 
leases and permits w’ould be re- 
quh-ed. 

"I am quite certain that the 
government will co-operate whole¬ 
heartedly in 'this respect," Mr, 
Kovach declared. He added: "such 
a project as this will provide much 
needed stability for the area. It , 
will boost the morale of the people 
and provide the nucleus for great¬ 
er development of resources in the 
area." 

He pointed out that the economy 
of the ’Pass has been "distressed" 
in the past few years and that the 
future of the area had been in the 
balance. 

Mr. Kovach revealed that there 
was a quality to the iron ore in 
the Crow’s Nest area that made 
it difficult to process using the 
pre.sent Canadian methods. He de¬ 
clared that tests had been carried 
out ii\ Norway last year- and the 
Fi’ench group behind the Burmis 
development had evolved an econ¬ 
omical pi-ocess to smelt the Alberta 
ore . 

The MLA, who pei-sonally goes 
prospecting and is familiar with 
ore deposits in the area, also 
•stated that rock containing sil¬ 
ver was there in quantity and that 


traces of copper had been found. 

There was also phosphate foi- 
use in fertilizer m'anufacture w'hich 
could replace stipplies now 'being 
brought in from the United States 
for mixture with nitrogen ex¬ 
tracted from gas at the Medicine 
Hat plant of North West Nitro 
Chemicals. 

F'lually certain to be built is a 
30'tn.'te extension to the CPR spur 
line which runs from Brocket to 
the Pincher Creek gas field. This 
would extend to Watei'ton and 
provide the means of transporting 
ore from various deposits to the 
Buimis smelter. Mr. Kovach .said 
Nelson Crump, president of the ' 
CPR had visited the area over the 
week-end to assess the situation. 

The 'MLA pointed out that he 
has been making proposals to the 
Alberta Industrial relations board 
over the past five years in an ef¬ 
fort to alleviate the stress caused 
by tile less of coal markets in the 
’Pa.ss and thait mining develop¬ 
ment had been one of his main 
concents. 

Railway transition from coal to- 
diesel operations had hit the 'Pas^ 
hard. 

The mayoi's of ’Pass communi¬ 
ties were equally enthusiastic. 

Mayor Frank Aboussafy of Col ■ - 
man bold the Albertan: “This will 
certainly bring this area from be¬ 
ing in a financial balance to one 
of .solid economy." He foresaw re¬ 
lated industries developing, such 
as machine shops, increased lum¬ 
bering and the possible estab¬ 
lishment of a cement plant. This 
latter development has been fore¬ 
stalled because there is insufficient 
population to support it. 

It is also learned that the pro- 
V —.ilaJ government has been unde¬ 
cided about what to do with large 
Stands of timber in the district — 
whether to give the licence to one 
big operator or spdit it among sev- 
ei'al. Prom this development m'ay 
come that answer. 

Mayor William Gray of Blair¬ 
more. eight miles west of Burmis. 
declared: "This is a shot in the 
ai-m for the people of the Crow's 
F.iss. Right now things aie 
looking quite well — better than 
lliey have had fer some time.” He 
added that it would help the 
whole economy and that coal pro¬ 
cessing would probo'bly increase 
m importance, with the greater 
development of by-products. "It's 
sure got our people talking." he 
said. 

Bellevue, Hillcrest and f rank are 
other 'Pass communities the econ¬ 
omy of which will be boosted by 
the advent of the smelter.

Active Kangaroo rat colonies 
fo^md in Sask. southwest 

Active colonies of Kangaroo Rats were found in the 
Great Sand Hills of Saskatchewan's southwest "desert" dur¬ 
ing a recent museum expedition there, Dr, Robert W. Nero, 
assistant director of the Saskatchewan Museum of Natural 


History, reports. 

Dr. Nero, accompanied by Rich¬ 
ard Fyfe, museum extension of¬ 
ficer, after addressing a teachers 
institute at Prelate, visited the 
sand dunes southwest of Sceptre 
during September and found them 
harboring hundreds of Kangaroo 
Rats. 

The discovery of the colonies 
was made by a naturalist farmer, 
Frank Busholi of Sceptre, who cor¬ 
responded with the museum fol¬ 
lowing a newspaper article on the 
discovery of a dead Kangaroo Rat 
at Portreeve in Juiy, 1955. This rat 
was only the third specimen pre¬ 
viously found in Saskatchewan. 

Accompanied by Mr. Fyfe and 

First Metis Co-op

Mr. Buschoii, Dr. Nero set and 
checked traps and stalked the rats 
from midnight to 6 a.m. 

"The night search was necessary 
because these mammals are almost 
completely nocturnal which ex- 
I plains why so few people have 
seen them,” Dr. Nero said. 

In two nights the three men 
succeeded in capturing, by tray 
and by hand in the headlights of 
their car, a total of eight live 
Kangaroo Rats. Five were brought 
back alive and one pair is now on 
display in a large glass case at 
the museum. 

Literally hundreds of rat bur¬ 
rows and trails were found. These 
were most common on top of open 
sand dunes, although one rat was 
captured two miles from the dune 
area, close to a stubble field. 

Dr. Nero said he doubted if 
these rodents would ever be con¬ 
sidered pests because of their 
preference for dry sandy areas. 

“They prosper in areas which 
will not support cattle. Being so 
adapted for desert conditions they 
can survive without water. Their 
presence in the Great Sand Hills 
indicates that this area is close to 
being a desert area," he said. 

Dr. Nero said the fact of Mr. 
Buschoii reporting his di.scovery 
to the museum was a fine example 
of the way in which the public is 
co-operating with the museum. 

"This is the first official con¬ 
firmation of Kangaroo Rat dens 
in the province. Although we knew 
they had to be in that area, we 
had not previously had the oppor¬ 
tunity to search for them. Thanks 
to Mr. Buschoii we did not have 
to search long,” he said. 

The total area of distribution of 
the Kangaroo Rat still remains to 
be determined and Dr. Nero urges 
people living near sand dunes to 
send a report to the museum if 
they find signs of rats, especially 
burrows about three inches in 
diameter out in the bare sand 
along with snake-like markings 
made by their tails dragging.

A new look 
at summerfallow 

So accustomed over the years 
has the average farmer in Western 
Canada become to the practice of 
summerfallowing, that any sug¬ 
gestion to the effect that he might 
be able to get along without it 
will have to be accompanied by 
clear and unmistakable evidence, 
that it would pay him to follow 
a system of continuous cropping 
a sumnierfallow-free rotation. 
Certainly, the opinion of many 
leading agronomists is veering 
more and more to the firm belief 
that, in areas where rainfall is not 

limiting factor and where there 

no weed problem which cannot 
be met with chemicals, the sum¬ 
merfallow operation can be largely 
eliminated. More than that, they 
say, continuous'cropping in such 

•eas, when, it is accompanied by 
the proper use of phosphate and 
nitrogen fertilizer can mean higher 
yields and even when moisture is 
deficient, if the shortage is not too 
severe, a high nutrient status will 
largely offset the moisture defi¬ 
ciency, the fertilized crops making 
•e efficient use of the available 
moisture. 

The matter of costs is, of course, 
an important one and it is recog¬ 
nized that a point is reached be¬ 
yond which it does not pay to ap¬ 
ply more fertilizer if maximum 
dollar returns per acre are to be 
realized. Eventually perhaps when 
tthe matter of costs and probable 
returns per acre are better under¬ 
stood and when there is more cer¬ 
tainty about being able to deliver 
all the wheat that is raised, more 
and more farmers in parts of 
Western Canada will explore the 
possibility of eliminating summer- 
fallow and of growing cereals and 
other crops more or less continu¬ 
ously, having regard to suitable 
rotations and adequate fertiliza¬ 
tion of the land. Any change in 
the system followed at present, 
however, is likely to be a gradual

ROAD TOLL 
STILL RISING 

Saskatchewan may be heading 
towards a new but unenviable 
cord in 1956—a record number of 
highway deaths in motor vehicle 
accidents. By the end of August, 
more than 60 persons had met 
death on the road in the province, 
representing a major disaster for 
relatives, friends, and the province 
as a whole. 

During the past decade, almost 
1,000 persons (equivalent to the 
population of an entire town) have 
perished on Saskatchewan’s streets 
and highways. And highway traf¬ 
fic officials point out that, if the 
rate of fatal accidents continues 
at its present level, another 1,000 
will have been killed by 1964.

Newsprint 

outlook 

Opinions differ as to the me¬ 
dium term outlook for newsprint 
althou'gh most agree that supply 
is likely to catch up with demand 
either in 1957 or 1968, The differ¬ 
ence of opinion has to do with 
the duration of this easier supply 
situation. Some operators foi'ecast 
an oversupply at least until 1960. 

Others are impressed by the 
forecasts of United States pub¬ 
lishers that in the next 10 years 
their requirefents will increase 40 
per cent. If that forecast is cor¬ 
rect and if the increase is fairly 
constant through the 10-year p(?- 
riod. the next four years would 
see a good deal of the increased 
tonnage taken under long-term 
contract in protective orders well 
ahead of capacitar increa.ses. 

Newspapers need not take the 
quantities of newsprint they cov¬ 
er with orders of intent, but if 
their anticipations are not out¬ 
running reality, the cancellations 
might not affect much tonnage. 
Of all forest products, newsprint 
still seems to have the strongest 
basic market position.

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Diabetic society 
functions given 

Functions of the Diabetic Asso¬ 
ciation are outlined in an article 
especially prepared for the current 
issue of Health Magazine, official 
publication of the Health League 
of Canada. 

The Association cannot do much 
for the diabetic who is already in 
a serious condition, but it can and 
does a tremendous amount to help 
diabetics of today and of the fu¬ 
ture. The way it promotes good 
health across Canada is by; 

1. Encouraging early detection 
of diabetics -a urinalysis should 
be a part of every medical check¬ 
up at no extra cost. 

2. Haying instructions available 
immediately upon detection,- both 
regarding methods of injection, 
sterilization and purchasing of 
equipment, and regarding varia¬ 
tions of diet within the doctor’s 
prescription— yet within budget 
and taste of the individual dia¬ 
betic. 

3. Having the necessary food, 
injection equipment and testing 
materials given free to low-income 
and indigent diabetics. 

4. Aiding research projects re¬ 
garding possible prevention and 
better treatment of diabetics. 

The Diabetic Association was 
formed some seven years ago, un¬ 
der the leadership of Dr. C. H. 
Best, co-discoverer of insulin, so 
Important now in the treatment of 
diabetes, and Dr. A. L. Chute, 
Physician in Chief of the Hospital 
for Sick Children. The two doctors 
called together a group of dia¬ 
betics and parents of diabetic 
children and asked them to form 
a Diabetic Association. 

A charter for the group which 
grew from these early meetings 
was granted in 19.'>3. Prior to this 
there had been no such body in 
the whole of Canada. There are 
now branches of the Association 
in every province with the excep¬ 
tion of Prince Edward Island, and 
Manitoba. 


Scientists become frogmen in search 
for oil in Gulf of Mexico 


Fall forage | 
program to boost' 
feed reserves | 

Saskatchewan farmers, especial¬ 
ly those in the west and southwest j 
parts of the province, would be* 
wise to plan on sowing part of 
their acreage to forage crops this 
fall, according to R. E. McKenzie, 
director of the plant industry 
branch of the Saskatchewan De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. 

‘ The fall forage crop program | 
offers two "pasture and hay mix- j 
tures as well as special mixtures 
suited to alkali land or areas 
which flood periodically. All seed 
is available at low prices, and j 
freight on shipments is paid byj 
the department of agriculture. 

In drier parts of Saskatchewan, 
the surest way to get a healthy 
stand is by seeding just before 
freeze-up in the fall. No land prep¬ 
aration is necessary since seed can 
be sown in stubble or where there j 
is a weed cover. The -stubble and 
weeds will hold snow which will 
provide moisture for germination 
early in the spring, getting seed¬ 
lings off to a good start before 
hot, dry weather, 
j La^g fall seeding should be done 
: after' October 15th. It is recom¬ 
mended to sow seed less than one 
inch deep, and in the brown and 
dark brown soil zones of the south 
and southwest hay crops should 

■ be put in 12-inch rows. 

Mr. McKenzie said it was likely

Operating from a 6,5-foot boat,' 
scientists turned frogmen are | 
working in water up to 65 feet 
in depth. Some of the exploration 
is 45 miles offshore, south and 
east of port of Galveston, Texas. 

These researchers are not hunt¬ 
ing for offshore oil in the enven- 
tional sense. Offshore drilling lo¬ 
cations are "spotted” by essential¬ 
ly the same geological and geo¬ 
physical methods as used on dry 
land. Instead, these scientists in 
skin-suits are using the continen¬ 
tal shelf as a gigantic field labor¬ 
atory to study sediment deposits 
on the gulf floor. 

Aqualung diving techniques, of 
course, were developed for military 
purposes during World War II. 

But the oil industry is the first 
to put these' techniques to work 
for an industrial purpose. *

Red Cross 
Sends Aid To 
Hungarian Refugees 

The Canadian Red Cross Soci¬ 
ety has cabled $10,000.00 in Can¬ 
adian currency to International 
Red Cross authorities in Vienna 
to assist in providing emergency 
relief for an estimated ten to fif¬ 
teen thousand Hungarian refu¬ 
gees who escaped to Austria prior 


to Soviet reinvasion. This amt. is 
in addition to the $40,000.00 ship¬ 
ment of drags and medical sup¬ 
plies which reached Vienna last 
Thursday. 

The Society has been informed 
by its Vienna representatives that 
over 200 .tons of urgently needed 
medical and hospital supplies have 
been delivered to delegates of the 
International Committee , of the 
iRed Cross in Budapest and have 
been distributed in Hungary in 
accordance with traditional Red 
Cross policy. Delegates of the Red 
Cross International Committee, 
the neutral intermediary of the 
International Red Cross in time of 
conflict, are remaining in Hung- 
aiy and it is hoped to resume des¬ 
patch of Red ross aid to needy 
Hungarians within the next few 
days. 

The Canadian Rer Cross Society 
will continue to accept donatioas 
for Hungarian relief at any of its 
branches on behalf of the Cana¬ 
dian Hungarian Relief Fund and 
will issue receipts which are valid 
for income tax purposes.
